ognizcd that fire losses on farms are on the increase. 
Vitt Chief James Stearns reports that he encountered 
practically no opposition in securing the rctiubitc num- 
ber of signatures to the petition which is the first step 
in making the new fire district a reality. 

Confronted >y a steadily growing annual farm fire 
lossV American aEricultunsts. who comprise 24 per cent 
of the country's population, should remind themselves 
that the very word "farm" means "firm" or "secure," 
and should set about making their' property' exactly 
that — as regards fire dangers. ^ 

From "Wisconsin comes the answer to the question, 
**Why are fire losses increasing on farms?" A survey 
revealed that losses .in rural areas of the state increased 
from $3,100,000 in 1929 to $4,900,000 in 1952. 
These sections lacked, proper fire protection. Fire pre- 
vcnrion activities were almost unknown. On the oth- 
er hand, in towns and cities maintaining good fire de- 
partment facilities and engaging in fire prevention work, 
losses were reduced from $6,200,000 to $4,900,000 dur- 
ing the same period. -

Maturing 193 Birds from 205 Chicks 

(By William Craft) 
When I entered High School in the 
fall of 1932, 1 enrolled In the Voca- 
tional Agriculture courso and select- 
ed Wlilto Plymouth Rock poullry for 
my homo project. We have nn excel- 
lent homo market for poultry and 
eggs and the ^Vlllto Rocks seem to 
have tho preference as *a dressed 
product. 

I purchased 20Q baby chicks from 
a hatchery that specialises In BcUIng 
chicks from blood tested >tock. I 
decided that In order to have a sue- 
ccssfiU project I would begin with 
strong healthy chicks. There la not 
much wisdom In giving poor stock ex- 
cellent care. 

205 chicks arrived on April 28th 
and I placed' them under a coal 
brooder that had been going for sot- 
era! days. Tho brooder house had 
previously been cleaned and disin- 
fected. 

These chicks were given a starting 
mash from thb very bcglnnng to- 
gether with scratch grain. Both 
feeds were a' commercial mixture 
with which we had excellent results 
In the past. 

During tho flrst four weeks I lost 
only six chicks. During the entire 
project, which terminated on Novcm- 
l>er 1st, I lost only 12 chicks alto- 
gether. I now have 96 -strong pullets 
with which 1 am continuing my next 
year's project Tlierp were 97 cock- 
erels. All of these Qiut eleven of the 
best were sold as dressed .poultry. 

When a month old, tho chicks were 
allowed to run outside on clean 
ground where no other chickens have 
been for some time. 

On the 9th of July I sold xny flrst 
broilers. Tliey averaged 21bs, each.- 
_.pn the. 29th of August I showed a 
cockerel, pullet, and a pen at the 
Lake County Junior Show and won 
a flrst, second, and third respoctlvely. 
Later, In October, I showed flfteen 
birds at tho Antloch Country Fair 
and won a flrst. three seconds, one 
fourth, a fifth, and a sixth ribbon. 

My last sSowIng was at The Sec- 
tional Future Farmer Fair where 
each of my" three entries 'won red 
ribbons. In all ray -premium money 
amounted to ; $22,50. Aa my , 200 
chicks only cosfme |16.40, the prem- 
iums more than paid for them.' 

I found the first egg on September 
29th, Just flvo months from the time 
I received the chlckk In October I 
got 134 eggs.. I ended my project on 
November Ist. My . financial sum- 
mary up to that time follows:

"The figures become oven moro Im- 
pressire when you consldfer tlio moiioy 
losers in tlie he^d. If the mlnlmiim 
upkeep flguro Is 0.000 pounds, of milk 
a year aiid the total prodtictlon of a 
cow la only 4,000 pounds; ^e Is loser 
by 2,000 pounds. Such a cow com- 
pletely cancels the proUte of boUi the 
e,(jb0 pound and 7,500 pound cows. 
Herp's.. where. lightning could work to- 
advantage.. Lltfhtnlng ^trlklng the 
4,000 pound cow would make It pos- 
sible for the dairyman to realize a 
profit on the other two cows." 

Much of the trouble of overproduc- 
tion of milk and dairy products hlnge« 
on ^t^e one point of ,dlwqntlnulng un- 
profitable anlmi^la in pripdn^tlon. While 
pone of the owners of such animals 
are gintnlng !n cash Income (most of 
them really Jose money) the total milk 
supply Is .greatly Increased by the; ad- 
dUlon of the milk from onprofitable 
animals. 

Just as In a tterd tho nnprofitabl* 
producer conculs the profits of the 
proflt-maklng cows, so ^Iso does, tha 
dalrynmp who is, a money ,lo«er l^elp 
destroy the proflta of jt^e money-mak- 
ing dairyman. Ho does this nnlntea- 
tlonally, of course. But, In efiTect, bis 
failure to eliminate the nonprofit pro- 
ducing cows brings about the .anrpln* 
of dairy products which .destroys jthe 
market for bis neighbor and .'for him- 
self. So, not only to one another, but 
also to themselves do dairymen— unln- 
tontlonally— do harm, when they fall to 
cull their herds on the basis of profit 
and loss statements for each cow. 

To help the dairy farmer In deter- 
mining which of his cowB are money 
makers nnd which are money losers, 
the Dairy Department of Purina Mill* 
has prepared special blanks anddlroc- 
tlons.
